j^'JLl  donestic  properties  are  connected  to  the  main  water  supply 
and  57  ne-./  properties  were  connected  during  the  year. 

The  .fater  Board  took  111  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  various  sources  within  the  district  and  oil 
proved  satisfa.ctoiy,

During  the  year  36  properties  were  inspected  as  a result  of 
caeplaints  or  survey  under  the  Act,  Of  these  24  premises  were 
found  to  be  infested  vrith  rats  and  3 with  mice  and  were  treated 
accordingly.  45  nats  were  destroyed. 

All  Co'ancil  properties,  including  the  refuse  tip,  are  inspected 
I’egularlj'  and  treated  as  required. 

There  vras  no  evidence  that  any  of  the  sevTers  are  harbouring  rats. 


Sewerage  for  disposal  is  discharged  into  the  sea  between  one 

hour  after  high  water  and  one  hour  before  low  v/ater.  These  conditions 

are  maintained  by  an  electi-ically  operated  tidal  time  S'witch, 


House  Refuse, 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  premises  within 
the  area,  with  additional  collections  made  from  certain  trade 
premises  for  which  a special  charge  is  made. 


The  Council  purchased  and  put  into  operation  a ne?/  Karrier  Muskateer 
continuous  loading  vehicle  in  April,  In  this  "type  of  vehicle 
the  refuse  is  loaded  into  a hopper  from  where  it  is  forced  into  the 
main  body  by  a continuously  rotating  screvif.  This  method  tends  to 
break  up  the  bulkier  items  and  thus  reduces  the  volume  which  has 
the  effect  of  economising  in  space  at  the  tip,  yith  the  increase 
in  both  the  amount  and  the  bulk  of  the  refuse  collected  this  is  a 
desircble  feature.
